By adding: to the lime-sul- 
l-hur solution 40 per cent nicotine sul- 
phate at the rate of 1 parr to SOO or 
BOO parts of water an effective com- 
bination treatment can be made for 
the San Jose scale and apple aphids 
which congregate on the opening buds.

The name of these chests In 
England was "cabins." and the maker 
of them was called a "cabinet Hmker." 
As soon as might be. the cabinet maker 
provided the old chests with backs nnd 
they became settees, while others were 
raised on legs and became cabinets, 
or. beinij provided with doors and 
drawers, became cupboards or "chests 
of drawers." Tables and beds were 
also devised, together with wainscot- 
Ing for entire walls, and people really 
began to live. 


The workmen who made these 


things were capable of designing and 
executing nn entire department with 
Its fnrnittire. Great skill was required, 
and notables and royalty prided them- 
selves on having some artist-artisan to 
do their bidding. In the establishment 
of these men different degrees of skill 
were recognized, and the system of 
apprenticeship obtained. A youth en- 
tering one of these studio workshops, 
having passed all the grades, became 
m "master." To attain this degree was 
to be worthy of the respect of the 
world.

On occasions Vanderstraaten would 


paint in the manner described a land- 
scape upon a long piece of canvas. 
la filling tbe orders of customers he 
would cut tbe strip Into pieces of va- 
rious lengths.

Meat making animals—beef cattle, 


hogs and sheep—have been selected 
and mated so as to Increase the pro- 
duction of high-class cuts; to make 
more tender and juicy meat, with a 
better intermingling of fat and lean, 
and with a lesser percentage of waste. 
Tbe breeds of dairy cattle have been 
improved by selecting those producing 
the highest yields of milk and butter 
fat, and draft horse progress Is esti- 
mated by tbe ability to produce anl- 
mals capable of moving unusually 
heavy loads.

HELD PASTORATE IN OHIO 


Old Church Rooords Tell of the War* 


ef President Wllaon'a Maternal 


Qrandfathtr. 


The coming of Thomas Woodrow, 


maternal grandfather of 
President 


Wilson, to Ohio to preach. Is noted 
briefly In the records of the Chilli- 
cothe presbytery. At a meeting held 
at Bloom Ingburg September 12, 1837, 
"Thomas Woodrow, a member of the 
Congregational Union of England." re- 
quested to be received. His case waa 
referred to a committee. At the next 
meeting of the presbytery, held at Rip- 
ley in 1838, be waa accepted and im- 
mediately received a call from the 
church at Chillicotbe. which, being ac- 
cepted, he was Installed the first Fri- 
day In November of that year. 


The next entry of interest in the 


history referring to Rev. Mr. Wood- 
row is in the records of the presby- 
tery held in Red Oak in 1847. to the 
effect that because of feeble health he 
had resigned his pastorate with the 
church at Chillicotlie and the relation 
was dissolved. He died at his home 
near Columbus in April, 1877. 


It was bis grandfather's church and 


his old home ID Carlisle, Eng., that 
President Wilson visited the first Sun- 
day he was in England last December. 
He was born at Paisley, Scotland, in 
1791, educated at Glasgow university, 
did missionary work in the Orkneys, 
settled as the pastor of the Independ- 
ent church of Carlisle, came to Ameri- 
ca in 1835, locating first at Brockvllle, 
Can. It was from that place that be 
went to Chilllcotbe.
